The two Ital- 
fans. had come to the house Wednes. 
day, and had demanded to see her 
husband. Though he was in, Mrs. 
Keller, fearing for his safety, tole 
the two men that he was not at 
nome.

This was the last seen of them. 
Neither Mrs. Keller nor Daniel Kei 
ler knew the names of the Italians, 
though she said she thought the 
mame of one was “Fred,”

could state whether Keller was dead 


when struck by the train. 
swered that the condition of the body 
indicated Keller had been alive whea 
struck by the ‘train, but that he 
could. not say the condition of the 
body absolutely proved the man was 
killed by the train. 

A juror asked him if the gash on | 
Keller’s cheek could have been 
caused by some blunt instrument and 
Abbott answered that it was pos- 
sible, but that the body was so badly 
mutilated it was quite impossible to 
tell what caused any one of the la- 
cerations and contusions. 

Railroad men, including the mem- 
bers of the crew of No. 47, believe 
Keller was lying on the track or just 
to one side when struck. 

L. Beckman, engineer of No. 47 
the train that struck Keller, testified 

“he knew nothing of the accident un- 
til the Thursday noon. ‘ W. H. John- 


son, his fireman, gave practically the | 


same testimony. J. H. MeKkune, 
brakeman, said he had noticed marks 
on the trucks when the train had 
reached Ferry Point and told Con- 
ductor G. G. Gray about them. In- 
vestigation followed and the beds 
was discovered.
